Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

In May 1967 Pakistan concentrated three Battalions oppo- 
site the border post at Khane Chak. On 17th May, 1967, 
when Sub-Inspector Pritam Singh was leading a patrol party 
on a track running along the Border on the Indian side, he 
was challenged by Pakistanis who claimed the tract belonged 
to Pakistan and that he should desist from patrolling the Strip 
of land. Sub-Inspector Pritam Singh asserted that since the 
land belonged to India, he would continue patrolling the 
area. At the meeting of the Sub-Sector Commanders on 
18th May, 1967 Pakistan again threatened that dire conse- 
quences would follow if the Indian party insisted on patrolling 
the strip in question. 

Undaunted by these threats Sub-Inspector Pritam Singh 
once again took out a patrol consisting of himself, one Head 
Constable and ten Constables on the I9th May, 1967. In spite 
of warnings to withdraw by a Subedar Major and a Major 
of the Pakistan Army, the patrol party continued patrolling. 
At this stage, the patrol party was fired upon by the Pakistanis 
with automatic weapons. Sub-Inspector Pritam Singh order- 
ed his men to take position and return the fire. Regardless 
of the numerical superiority and fire power of the Pakistan 
forces, Sub-Inspector Pritam Singh led his patrol success- 
fully and returned to Tactical Head-quarters after inflicting 
heavy casualties on the Pakistan forces by effective and 
Are. 

Head Constable Abdul Haq Masih was Second-in-Command 
of the patrol led by Sub-Tnspector Pritam Singh. In the 
encounter between the patrol and the Pakistan Army, two 
scouts of the patrol party were trapped in the face of heavy 
Pakistani LMG fire. Head Constable Abdul Haq Masih, re- 
gardless of his own safety advanced towards the Pakistan 
trenches from where the LMG fire was coming and threw a 
hand grenade thereby silencing the LMG. This enabled tfie 
trapped scouts to extricate themselves. Unfortunately Head 
Constable Masih was hit by a bullet in the head and was 
killed instantaneously. 

In this action Sub-Inspector Pritam Singh displayed 
exemplary courage and devotion to duty and leadership of a 
very high order. 

Head Constable Abdul Haq Masih displayed gallantry and 
exemplary devotion to duty in the performance of which he 
laid down his life. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the President’s Police 
and Fire Services Medal and consequently carry with them 
the special allowance admissible UDder rule 5, with effect 
from the 19tli May, 1967.

No. 25/1/67 -RL.I. — Tt has been suggested to the Govern- 
ment that the existing system of issuing migration certifi- 
cates to the member of the minority communities in East 
Pakistan through the Indian Deputy High Commission at 
Dacca may be reviewed to determine whether the same 
needs any further liberalization. Tbe Government have 
accepted this suggestion and have decided that an Inter- 
Departmental Committee may review the whole system of 
Issuing migration certificates, including the existing rules 
of eligibility, procedure and facilities, and suggest the lines 
on which further liberalization could he done. 


2. The composition of the Inter-Departmental Committee 
Would be as under : —

(a) examine the question of affording some relief and 
rehabilitation assistance to migrants entering India 
without valid travel documents; 

(b) ensure that, as far as passible, normal procedures 
for purpose of articles by Government are followed 
for articles required for new migrants from East 
Pakistan and that the articles delivered are accord- 
ing to specifications and samples previously appro- 
ved; and 

(c) examine the procedures followed by the State 
Governments for making purchases in the past and 
the need to evolve regular procedures, even in 
emergencies, so as to ensure that transactions arc 
above bourd. 

4. The members of the Committee are Government offi- 
cials and, in the matter of T.A. and D.A., will be governed 
by the rules normally applicable to them. 

5. The Committee will meet as often as considered neces- 
ary. The headquarters of the Committee will be in New 
Delhi and the Committee will normally hold its meetings 
in New Delhi. On special occasions, however, the Com- 
mittee may meet at such other places as it deems fit, 

6. The Committee will evolve its own procedure of work. 

7. The Committee will submit its recommendations to 
the Government by 30th June, 1968.
